product and value, 
Grain and other field crops for the 
harvest of 1911 will be taken by areas 
only, as none of these crops will be 
ripe at the taking of the census, The 
products of these crops will be gather- 
ed later in the year from the reports of

Animals and apimal products, also 
under the head of agriculture, will in- 
clade the number of horses three years 
old and over, horses under three years, 
milch cows, other horned or meat cat- 
tle, sheep, swine, turkeys, geese, ducks, 
hens and chickens and hives of bees 
held or owned by each person at the 
date of the census on 1st June of 1911.

EXAMINATIONS TOO HARD. 


Toronto, July 1%—-Although com- 
ete returns have not been received 
Itis stated on good authority that of 
the 20,000 or more Ontario children 
who wrote on the entrance examina- 
tions va few weeks ago less than half 
were successful. A few towns and 
cities made a creditable showing but 
the majority of schools fell far below 
the averageof former years, Toronto 
ome 55) percent of its candidates ; 
Tamilton, 52; Kingston, 58; London, 
62; Galt, 75: Preston, 100, and Brant- 
ford 48 per cent, while in some centres 
not a pupil succeeded in making the 
grade. In Bobcaygeon 23 candidates 
wrote and all failed. 

A well-known member of the On- 
tario Educational Association was re- 
apenas for the statement to-day that 
this large percentage of failures was 
undoubtedly caused by the difficulty 
and general trickiness of the papers. 

“That arithmeti2 paper was not only 
mean and catchy,” said another  prin- 
cipal, “but I firmly believe that it was 
set with the express intention of pluck- 
ing candidates rather than testing 
their knowledge. The high school 
teachers want all trained pupils, and it 
is to their interest to make the exami- 
nations as rigid as possible, and we of 
the public schools have to bear the 
brunt of their unjust and misdirected 
control,

Strike Was Begun All Over the System 
on Monday Night. 





Montreal, July 18.-—Negotia- 
ions were abruptly broken off this 
afternoon between the conductors 
and trainmen of the Grand Trunk 
aud the company, and sharp at 9.30 
to-night a strike of the men start- 
ed w enforce their demands for the 
standard rate of wages for the ter- 
ritery cast of Chicago. It is esti- 
mated by the men that this strike 
wil’ involve 3,500 conductors and 
trainmen on the Grand Trunk be- 
tween Portland and Chicago and 
350 inen on the Central Vermont, 
aud it is hoped by them that they 
will be able to tie up the passen- 
ger and freight service on both 
lines. This declaration of war was 
expected on both sides, and they 
have both been quietly preparing 
for it. The Grand Trunk has for 
some time been arranging to get 
acditional men to furnish crews, 
ard also to take all men available 
from their other services and put 





them on the trains as far as neces- 
sary. A further factor to the dis- 
pute, which will have a very wide 
efiect, is the decision of the Grand 
Trunk Company to close all its 
shops at Montreal, Toronto, Lon- 
den, Startford, Port Huron, Battle 
Creek, Portland, Chicago, and all 
over the system, pending a settle- 
ment of the dispute. This will 
mean that many thousands of men 
in these cities will be thrown o 
ot employment through no fault of 
t{leir own, perhaps for an indefinite 
period, It is stated that this is not 
through any desire on the part of 
the Grand Trunk to hurt its em- 
picyees, but because if they have 
so tremendous an industrial  dis- 
pute to fight it will take all the 
available funds, and they will have 
to concentrate their energies on 
this end of the matter, leaving the 
work of the shops as a secondary 
consideration.

THE CANNED GOODS ACT 


The Regulations Regarding Inspection Are 


Now in Force. 





A despatch from Ottawa says: 
An order in Council has been pass- 
ed bringing into foree regulations 
governing the inspection of pre- 
served fruits, vegetables and milk 
under the meat and canned foods 
act. The regulations apply only to 
the inspection of canned fooda for 
export from Canada, or from one 
Province to another. They are sim- 
ilar to regulations now in, force) 
governing cleanliness and sanitary 
conditivas ip factories and slaugh-| 
ter-houses haneling meat for ex- 
port trade. It is provided that all 
operations in connection with the 
greparation of packing of products 








in establishments coming within the 
scepe of the uct shall be carried 


on with the strictest regard for 
cleanliness and public health. All 
fruits. vegetables, milk or other 


articles used for canning purposes 
must be in a wholesome condition, 
buildings must be kept clean and 
wel! lighted, no injurious drug, dye 
preservative may be used, and 
u'l employees must be free from 


tuberculosis or sny other commu- 
nicable disease. All cans must have 
labels giving the name of the pack- 
er, the date of packing, and a true 
and correct description of the con- 
tents.

The condition of all the field crops 
is good in Ontario, the highest be- 
ing 94.21 for fall wheat and the low- 
est 84.79 for spring wheat. 

Quebec crops range from 74.45 for 
mixed grains to 102.58 for hay and 
elever. 

Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Al- 
berta have low averages through- 
eut. owing to a light rainfall in 
June. 

Tio genera! condition of the 
crops in Manitoba is much below 
the average. Correspondents in 
nearly - every district report no) 
rains, only a few light showers, and) 
het, dry winds that absorb the mois- | 
ture and wither the crops. 





The lowest average condition is 
reported from around Brandon 
and Morden, and the highest from 
Marquette, where it is placed at a 
standard.

THE RIVER NILE. 


Egypt Would Be a Wilderness but For 
This Wonderful Stream. | 

The Nile if probably the most won 
derful river in the world. It has made 
Egypt possible by turning an arid 
wilderness tnto the richest land in the 
world. It has provided at the same 
time an admirable commercial high- 
way and made easy the transportation 
of building materials. The ancient 
Egyptians were thus enabled to utilize 
the granite of Assuan for the splen- 
did structures of the hundred gated 
Thebes and of Memphis and even for 
those on Tanis, on the Mediterranean 
coast. 

At a time when the people of the 
British isles were clad in skins of wild 
beasts and offered human sacrifices 
upon the stone altars of the Druids 
Egypt was the center of a rich and 
refined civilization. Most of the de 
velopment of Egypt was due to the 
Nile, which not only watered and fer- 
tilized the soil annually, but was and 
is one of the best natural highways in 
the world. 

From the beginning of winter to the 
end of spring—that is, while the Nile 
is navigable—the vorth wind blows 
steadily-up the stream with sufficient 
force to drive sailing boats against the 
current at a fair pace, while, em the 
other hand, the current i strong 
enough to carry a boat without sails 
down against the wiud except when it 
blows a gale. ‘That is why the anclemt 
Egyptians did not veed steam power 
nor electric motors for the immense 
commerce that covered the Nile nor 
for barges carryivg building matertals 
for hundreds of miles—New Yeuk 
Herald.

GREENWICH MERIDIAN. 


| Ite Relation to Standard Time In This 
Country. 

Standard time is the time ip com- 
mop nse reguiating the ordinary af- 
fairs of life. 
sun. Leaving out of account small 
irreguiarities of the solar motion that 
fre of no consequence for our present 
purpose, when tbat celestial body is on 
the meridian of any place we call the 
time of that place noon, or 12 o’clock. 
It follows that when it is noon at any 
given place it is similarly noon at all 
other places baving the same meridi- 
an. As the sun rises in the east and 
sets in the west, it is evident that 
when it is crossing the meridian of 
any place it must have already passed 
that of places to the eastward and 
not yet reached that of places to the 
wostward. In other words, when it is 
noon in the given place it is forenoon 
in places to the westward and after 
noon in places to the eastward 

Now, 15 degrees of longitude corre- 
spond exactly to one hour of time dif- 
ference, and therefore the Jocal times 
of the several standard meridians dif- 
fer from Greenwich by an even num 
ber of bours. In the Untted States 
tbe standard time meridians are those 
whose longitudes are west of Green 
wich 60, 75, 90, 105 and 120 degrees. 
The time of these meridians is re 
spectively four, five, six, seven an@ 
eight hours earlier than Greenwich 
time becanse the sun in traveling 
across the sky from east to west pass- 
es the Greenwich meridian before # 
reaches the American meridians —BNew

THE USE OF RELAY PARTIES. 


Without This System, the Explorer 
Says, It Would Be a Physical Im- 
possibility For Any Man to Reach the 
Pole and Return to Tell the Tale. 


Many persons who have asked why, 
if Peary got to the pole, it was impos- 
sible for Cook to do so will find an 
amswer in Commander Peary’s own 
story in Hampton’s. Although he does 
not mention Dr. Cook by name, Peary 
shows how impossible {t would be for 
a man without his equipment and sys- 
tem to surmount the difficulties of 
euch a journey. He says: 

“Fortitude and endurance alone are 
not enough in themselves to carry a 
man to the north pole.

| Deep Seas Are More Saline Than Those 


That Are Shallow. 

The density of sen water depends 
upon the quantity of saline matter ® 
contains, The proportion is generally 
ubout 3 or 4 per cent, though it varies 
The ocean con- 
talus more salt in the southern than 
in the northern hemisphere, and the 
Atlantic contains more than the Pa- 
cific. The greatest proportion of salt 
in the Pacifie is in the parallels of 22 
degrees north latitude and 17 degrees 
south latitude. Near the equator it is 
less, and in the polar seas it is least, 
from the melting of the ice. 

‘The saltness varies with the seasons 
in these regions, and the fresh water, 
being lighter, is uppermost. Kain 
makes the surface of the sea fresher 
than the interior parts, and the influx 
of rivers renders the ocean less salt 
at thelr estuaries. 

Deep seas are more saline than those 
that are shallow, and inland seas com- 
inunicating with the main are less salt, 
from the rivers that flow into them. 
To this, however, the Mediterranean 
{s an exception, owing to great evap- 
oration and the iuflux of salt currents 
from the Black sea and the Atlantic. 
The water in the strait of Gibraltar 
at the depth of 670 fathoms is four 
times as salt as that at the surface.— 
St. James’ Gazette. (

secking employment is demonstrat- 
\ed by the official report of the works 
\of the Exchanges during May. — 
| No fewer than 24,746 situations 
| were filled, making a total during 
‘the four months that the Exchanges 
{have been in operation of 81,697. 
|Every mouth the number has in- 
{creased :—February it was 12,6283 
‘in March 20.395; in Apri! 23,858; in 
| May 24,746.

to be opened shortly. At the end 
of Apri! there were on the register 
$1,523 names,.and at the end cf May 
reduced to

the decrease, az in previous monthe 
was almost entirely among men, an 
evidence that trade is slowly but 
surely improving. . 

The applications received during 
May numbered 100,32 (men 72,9@0

8.495) compared with 110.593 (men 
85,422, boys 11,612, women 17,4¢9 
aud girls 4,088) during April, These 
figures do not include renewals but 
do include re-applications by pers 
scns whose regittration had lapsed 
or been cancelled.

The late Home Secretary sent out 
a recommendation that time should 
be allowed for payment when the 
offenders had settled homes and oc- 
cupations. The recommendation 
has, however, proved ineffectual, 
and the association asked the 
Home Secretary to receive a depu- 
tation on the subject. 

Mr. Churchill at once granted an 
interview, at which the deputation 
suggested that nothing less than a 
law giving to offenders who had set- 
tied abodes a few weeks’ grace be- 
fore they were committed to prisun 
would be effectual.

The diary of a German . gentlemen, 
Bartholomew Sastrow, who Hved is 
the time of the Emperor Charlies V., 
gives us a.good idea of the gastronom- 
ic custome of those times.
